Tliat measured tread, those ghastly 
masks, those shroud-like dresses, the 
strnngo, uncertain liglit of the torciics, 
tlie fantastic procession — all powerful- 
ly impress tlio mind of the passer-by 
wlio sues that solemn show for tlio first 
time, and ho involuntarily asks: 

"What does all this mean? AVliy arc 
all those men so closely masked? Why 
do tho'pebplo make way bo respectful- 
ly?" 

Sometimes ono meets the same pro- 
cession in the tlaylimc, but" now tho 
colliii is replaced by a litter, tlio black 
cloth of ^vhich is lifted up on one side. 
Hero af^aiu llie bearers are tho Miseri- 
cordia, carryiuo^ some invalid from his 
homo to tho hospital. 

In deep siloace the men carry their 
suft'oring burden with a jjaco so steady 
and a himd so Jinn, tli;it scarce any 
molion of tlie litter is perceptible. 
Jjong practice anil careful training 
havo made them adepts in tlio art of 
nursing; and there arc no bettor or- 
ganiisera or executants of ambulancc- 
Sflrvlco than thoy. 

After having successfully struggled, 
against tho greatest scourge of human- 
ity — plague — tlio IMIsericordia under- 
took tho treatment of that new foo tliat

But- such aro tlio 
force of habit and tradition that, while 
our cities lo^t heart and wore distrnot-, 
ed, the brothers of the Misoricdrdia 
calmly went on in tho way traced out 
for them by tiiose six preceding cen- 
turies of patient and enduring self- ab- 
negation. In the beginning tho habit- 
ual signal-bell was used for assembling 
the members, but, as cases of sudden 
death became daily more frecLuent,, and 
as the lugubrious sound contributed to 
the general feeling of uneasiness, it 
was decided to put an end to it. Un- 
happily lack of work was never felt 
Sometimes seventj'-sevon litters were 
in use atone time, without speaking of 
casos_ of ordinary illness, which aver- 
aged Bovontooo daily* .

A Queer Piiradc' 

At New York on Friday ^ ^night a 
parade in honor of James G.- .Blaine, 
the greatest public demonstration of 
the kind tliat ever took place hero. 
The night was extremely unjiropitious 
for such a demoiislration. The rain fell 
in a drizzle most of the time, and ^tho 
streets, covered with sliray mud, made 
marching difficult. Among the features 
ef the parade was an Edison electric 
light.

Now 
Guinea or Pupua, is about 1,500 miloii in

This country has heretofore labored un- 
der great disadvantages, the principal one 
being its isolation; but tho barriurs that 
have shut ua away from tho rest of thu 
world are being surmounted. Tiie direct 
communication with the east afforded by 
tho Northern Pacifio has had a most:! 
marked eflect on the bitsinoBS of Victoria 
and this must react on the whole province. 
Tiiere has been an awakening in all' 
branches of trade, and a new spirit of en- 
. terprisq has been.infused into , tho coni- 
' niunity, the friiits of which appear in the 
extensive building operations that have 
been going on and the numuruua projects 
on foot. The Canadian Pacific, which 
,,will.be,completBd within a year, will af- 

* ■5!^ fectthoip^^sperity of tho country to a 

still more nuirkod degree.. The enthusi- 
ftstio^wprda .quoted., on Sunday do not 
paint our future in 'loo llright' colors. Tho 
po.iiaibilitios of this province are illimitable 
if wu c;ui but inivQ tho men and capital to 
work them out. Our rcaourcea are varied, 
and now fields of enterprise will suggest 
themselves aa the country becomes better 
known. Tho future of Victoria ia assured. 
As'tho province ad wancea'' the motropolia 
must increase iri size and importance; but 
its growth cannot now bo retarded undor 
any circumstances . Thu oonvcrgence to- 
ward this^pity of two great tranacontinent- 
. „^a,\ railwaya place.it in the same position 
" " aa- Sah Francisco,' and takibg into consid- 
eration its climate and surrounding ro- 
sourcos, and its situation on the direct 
line of commerce and travel, in tho 
course (>f a very few years- Victoria will 
fulliii the i>rediotion of the Ottawa of-

To TMi: EiHTou: — I have watched tho 
progress of tho present council from tlu-ir 
election last January until tho present 
Lime, and although mine waa one uf the 
votua that wont toward fe)rming tlie pi-i- 
sonnd of that worthy body, 1 du luit 
heaitatu in saying a more ill assorted 
council was nuvor known. With a few 
exceptions, tho gentlemen who have the 
present deatinioa of Victoria in their 
hands are utterly incapable of running a 
peanut stand with any credit to them- 
solvoa, let alone managing tho buaiiiosa uf 
British Columbia'a premier city. With 
their finances in a flourishing state when 
they took command of the civic ship, we 
find them utterly penniless when six 
months of their regime liad scarcely ex- 
pired. First, a small army of laborera 
aro kept at work, and by a strange fatuliiy 
tho most useless and visionary specu- 
lations are those \vhieh ara pushed tho 
most diligently. What under the sun do 
taxpayers care for the speculation of 
building a wharf and excavating an ap- 
proach thereto under the glorious expec- 
tation of renting the property for a paltry 
§30 or S40 per month when they and 
their^ families -are forced to run tho 
^auintlet of typhoid fever and malaria/ 
Surely there must bo "aouiething rotten 
in Denmark," besides those reeking 
gutters whicli our wortliy mayur says we 
should be proud of! Two at least of 
tho civic fathers are rep-u-ied to bo the 
solo recipients of benefit from that little 
job. But can such virtuous men be at 
fault? 

Next, aonie hundreds are voted for a 
borao race (save the mark) at lieacun Hill, 
and shortly after §500 fur a littlo picnic 
for tho volunteers. 

Then, again, tho unfortunate "Jumbo" 
has, like all bud invoatmonta, ao far coat 
much more to do the work than if the 
old system had been followed; to say 
nothing of tho benefit to bo derived from 
giving our workingmen tho means (jf 
earning food. No mention need be made 
of the thousand and one other ways in 
which this year's revenue has been 
frittered away on, in moat cases, absolute- 
ly trivial and in all cases non-essential 
improveinonta.

True, a stop has been taken 
by tho council in spite of "his worahip" 
to remedy the evil, but only at the 
eleventh iiour, and after valuable lives 
have been sacrificed at tho shrine of cor- 
porate incapacity. Shirk the question as 
they 'will, our city council aro guilty, and 
they alone, of suffering such a heathenish 
stnto of things to deface our otherwise 
fair city.

The only nrticloa aavcd wero a feather 
bed and two blaiiketa, Everything elao 
in the house waa totally consumed, fur- 
niture, clothing, tho §800 mentioned 
(§370 of which Mr. Brown had received 
the day before for cattle) a gold watch, 
two silver watches, a gold chain and ,S27 
in cash belonging to tlio hired man. Tho 
loss was complete, for there was not a, 
cent of insurance ,on either house or con- 
tents.

The Governor of Sanies, Abys.sidea 
Pasim, has nt lasb succeeded, after 
year.i of work, in uncovering thu en- 
trances to a tunnel of which Ilerodo- 
tus ^speaks with ndmiration tho work 
of ICupalions and Megaria, and wliicii, 
according to the sainu autbority, was 
built duiiiig tlio tenth century B. C. 
The tunnel, about 6,000 feet long, waa 
intended to secure a supply of fresh 
water to tlio old seajjort town of Siiincs, 
and consists of threo parts. They aro 
tlie tunnel proper, ,0^ feet high and G 
feet wide; ii canal about live feet deep 
and nearly three feet wide, which runs 
in the niidJle or on the side of the 
base of the tunnel; and the aqueduct 
running in this canal. The aqueduct 
consists of oilrllien pipes, each 215 
feet long, 32 inches to 33 inches in 
circumference, tlie Kides averaging 
about l."; inches in tliickno.ss. Every 
other joint has a hole, for what pur- 
porpo.se liasiiotyet been fully explainctl. 
Mr. StuihatiadeB, a Qreck archaeologist, 
believes that they wero intended to 
facilnte tlie cleuiiing of tiie pipes, and 
to make tlio How of water easier. The 
cauul is arched over, but 28 inniiholes 
were provided to aihiiit the workmen 
who were cliargod with cleaning and r(! 
paring tho nqiit'duct. The tunnel is 
not quite .straight, forming an elbow 
about 1,300 feet from one of the en- 
trances. This elbow, according to i\Ir. 
.StaniatiacioK, was caused b) a ini.stake 
in the calculations of the engineei-y, 
who had iioiK! of the instruiiuuits used 
in tunnel buildinf; nowadays. The tun- 
nel starts iiour a .small watercoursp, 
wikick may have been : qnite a jiireani 
in oklen time.«i, pierces the mountain 
Kastri, wliieli was formoly crowned by 
the l''ort Samos, ntul ends a few hun- 
dred yards from tin; old town of Samo.s, 
about 10 feet below the surface. I'Vom 
the niontain slope to liio city this sub- 
terranean aqueduct is protected by a 
ma.ssive stone structure, ending within 
the walls of bliepiosent Convent of St. 
John. Tlie-prGi;ervation of this work — 
which is truly wonderful, considering 
the iinpoii'ect inechiiiiical recour.'ii's at 
the di.s])0.s<il of the builders, for nearly 
3,000 years is probably due to the care 
taken jby Eupalinof, who, in all places 
where the rock did not seeiu of suffici- 
ent firmness, lined the tunnel with 
several layers of brick, running on the 
toj) into a peaked arch.

It 
took some time at tho barracks to search 
them all, and it was an hour before a 
cecoud dotachinont was inarshalled to the 
station, there being fcwenty-sevcn arrested 
altogellior. By the time the last lot was 
taken there must havu been GOO or 800 
gathered outside. Tho few impleinonts of 
phiy wero also taken along. 
■ The police authoritioa are to be com- 
mended for tlioir successful action in tliis 
matter, and we trust thoir exertions will 
not lag until gambling is rooted out from 
all qiiarter-s of the city, Chinese or white. 
Tho police have many drawbacks to labor 
ngaiiiat, but they have tho commendation 
and good wishes of the people in their 
efforts.

"Down with tho Lords" and "The Lords 
arn tbo opponents of ci^^Fjaiul! religious 
liberty, and miist be abbliBUeai-''. ; Speeches 
were delivered from niuaiplatforips. ' Miss 
Jessie Oraigeu, a well-kno'wn''. agitator, pre- 
sided at ono of tho platforms. Bcsolutions 
were passed declaring thu house of lords to 
br useless mid dangia'ous, and that it ought 
to 1)0 iiboliahed. No speeches wero wade 
by members of tho house of commons. A 
tiaiisiiarenoy read' "The 'Lord's will be' 
done." 

Nkw Yor.K, Get. 27. — Tho Sun's cable 
.says of yesterday's meeting at Hyde Park; 
Tbo melody played by tho band.i was the 
".Marseillaise," which seemed to fire the 
enthusiasm of the mnltitudo to an extent 
unprecedented iu England, all joining in 
tho chorus with a vehemence whiehi smacked 
strongely of tbo commiuiism of Paris. The 
whole display was uioro intensely republi- 
can in its character than anything ever bo- 
fore seen in ICngland, and to-night, in many 
of the eonservativo clubs, a feeling of dis- 
may exists not experienced in many years.

Tho following advices from tho Orient 
were received by tho Arabic yesterday: 

On tho 5th of September tho EugliBh 
man-of-war. Zephyr, anchored at the 
mouth of the Woga Olmnneli ■ but well 
south of it, so that whichever way she 
swung sho was always in view of tho forts 
at Kiinpai. On the actual outbreak of 
hostilities the telegraph courier service 
but ween Sharp Peak and Foochow, main- 
ly conducted overland, had to stop owing 
to the courier being canstautly robbed 
and delayed by the moba of .Gbineao 
soldiers in the neighborhood of the river. 
A steam launch was thereforo engaged to 
keep up tho communication, and at the 
rciiueat of Admiral Dowell tho launch 
c.tUed daily alongside tho Sapphire, at 
Pagdda Anchorage, to receive any tele- 
grams >Yhich tho Admiral might wish to 
send from Sharp Peak. On' the 6th inat, 
Admiral Dowell dotormined to let tho 
Merlin, alationod at Foochow, aud tho 
Zephyr, stationed at Sharp Peak, change 
stations on the following day. Tho Ad- 
miral informed the officer in charge of the 
Iclcgr.apu launch of the change which 
was to bo made, tit tho same timo giving 
him dispatched,' whioh were delivered to 
tho Zephyr. 

Tho next morning, tho 7th, tho Zephyr 
waa lirod at while passing the Kimpai 
forts, four shots being aimed at her, one 
of which fatally wounde4 Lieut.l Hub-i/ 
bard aud slightly wounded two sailoifB' 
and the Chinese pilot. Tho Merlin passed 
Kimpai all right, went right into tho 
Woga cliannol aud anchored, not being 
visible from .Kampai forts. On the fol- 
lowing day, tho 8th, three giugal shots 
wero tired at tho telegraph launch, and 
she.Iiad to put back to'SIiiirp Peakt ''She 
was "again Grod at on the 10th ; a shower 
of balls struck tho water within 20 foot 
of her, On tho second occasion tho 
launch was towing a houseboat, at the 
mast head of which tho red ensign was 
flying, while tho launch flow tho red en- 
sign aft, and a largo British navy flag, 
given to hor for protection by tho com- 
niander of the Merliii, at the bow; and 
it is slated by tlioao on board that all those 
flags wero flying, from tho direction of 
the wind, so as lo bo . very favorably seen 
from the forts. Nothing .has been doiio 
to this commandant, and' the feeling in 
the city ia rather to applaud his action 
than otherwise. 

Tho unfortunato Lieut. Hubbard was a 
nopliow of the Iliglit Hon. J. G. Hub- 
bard. III. P., for the city of London. 

The commandant of the White Fort, 
fr(mi which tho bunich and t"he Zephyr 
were fired at, speaks English fairly well; 
ho was for yeara captain of a Cliineso 
gunboat. Ho came up to aeo tho British 
consul here to excuse himself for firing 
on the Zephyr; be adniitteil that ho had 
soon the Zephyr for two whole weeks; ho 
adniitti;d that ho had a toloaoope; but ho 
denied' Unit he knew she was an English 
vessel, assorting that her flag was so amall 
that he could not make it out — not even 
when she was almost abreast of tho, forta. 
Tho consul told the man ho was tolling 
untruths, refused -tii>, accept. ,his,apology 
and turned ' him ijput of ' ^he, office.; The 
Admiiral, Hpwbyer,..aci[»p.ted;.,h.is:,apology

Dlaae'-iBanU'crs on a' Small Scale 
BlacU Too Early. 

[Globe-Doinocrat.]

One day several thousand dollars' worth 
of bonds wcro missing from the safe, and 
it was remombeml tUal^tlio boy had never 
■ • given .up'bl3'ofllco"key"and'tl)tit tho combi- 
' nnUbii'of the safe had never, ItJeeachanged 
The boy yfoa traced andbirotiglit back, llu 
cxflenifed tho'^tbeft; liut'^fihall^Tjroke down 
t and • confessed. ^He tItos 'tbld ; to . come 
around with' Hiis'' slstersiifite' 'niqthcr. : Jiad 
died then — and see' '■what" could' bo done. 
In that conference the lawyer suggested n 
change of climate. The boy named Den- 
ver. The lawyer .slaked the little rascal 
and supported him till he got .on lii.s feet. 
.The boy prospered. lie returned the 
money loaned and tho money stolen, and 
is now clerk of a court of record in a west- 
ern territory, happily married and rapidly 
getting rich. 

Another lawyer who .has figured e.\tcn- 
sivelj' in the technical crimiunl litigation 
of this town sent his olllce boy to bank 
with a check. The boy raised the check, 
but the cashier detected it, and sent him 
buck to his employer with a note. The 
lawyer and boy repaired to tho bank, and 
i when matters had been explained in tlie 
' private offlcu the lawyer took a cane and 
wolloped that lad till he was too tired to 
lay on any more stroke. Ne.xt week— 
■thW'waS Saturday— the boy resumed work, 
•'■•with 'the- understanding! tbht detec- 
tion In any subsequent "check-rais- 
ing would bring on a flagella:ion to 
■" 'wbich tho lost one wiw no earthly 
comparison. Tho boy did well, and 
is now occupying a position of trust with 
"a high salary, llis present employer on 
hiring him wns told of the cheek-raising, 
but took the boy nevertheless, and thinlis 
hi.s judgment iu that respect bus been en- 
tirely siistiiiued by results. 

But the lawyer voices one doctrine, and 
thai is that boys are tni.sted with too much 
money. They are made bankers on ii 
. Hmairscale much too early, and many of 
them fall because tho ordinary run of 
business exhibits temptalious that ought 
to bo saved for older men. lie says further 
that it is the first handling of large sums 
which furnishes the strongest temptations. 
By andiby it is no lomptation to handle 
money, and the strength to resiat tempta- 
tion grows with financial experience.
